He Emphatically Denies Any Knowl- 
edge of Poison Used.

Pittbburqh, Pa., Jan. 19.— The de- 
font* In tho Homestead poisoning caies 
against Hugh Dompsey occupied 
Wednesday morning's session of oourt 
by examining a large number of wit- 
nesses to prove that sickness in the mill 
was not unusual. Many workmen testi- 
fied that previous to the strike they had 
suffered from Illness the symptoms of 
which were similar to thoso which 
killed some of the non-union men. 

At the afternoon Besslon of court, 
after several unimportant witnesses 
had been examined, the ^defendant, 
Hugh Deinpsey, was called. lie said: 
"I am district master workman of IT. 
A. No. 8, K. of I*| the K. of L. had 
nothing to do with tho Homestead 
atrike; the amalgamated association 
had charge of that. I first saw Gal- 
lagher In my office: he was brought 
thero by Beatty; Mr. Davidson was 
there; they were introduced to me by 
Beatty; Beatty said they were men 
who were to go to Homestead, get 
work and report to me how things were 
running in the mill; nothing was said 
about putting powder in food; did not 
employ them for that purpose; 1 told 
them 1 had four men in the mill at the 
time, but that 1 wanted more reports 
so that I could by tunnies show that 
the Carnegie Co. was not succeeding 
with non-union men. Gallagher would 
come down two or three times a week. 
I promised them compensation, but 
told them to get work in the mill, so 
that the company would have to pay 
them; never gave Gallagher any pow- 
der; did not say I wanted to give these 
men anything to weaken them; did not 
talk to them about a strike in Chicago; 
I was in Homestead frequently; in the 
mill only once; know nothing about 
any plot to poison." 

Much stir was created in tho court- 
room during Mr. Dempaey'a cross-exam- 
ination by his great agitation. He be- 
came much exhausted, ami foar-i were 
entertulned that he would falut, and 
this produced a somewhat unfavorable 
impression. 

When asked why he had hired men to 
•py for him in the Homestead mill, 
lie replied: "Because I got a telegram 
from New Vork asking me to leurn the 
condition of affairs in the mill, as they
